giments from time to time, as any three of you ſhall ſee cauſe ; and to 
Reſiſt, Kill and Slay all ſuch as ſhall invade this Commonyealth, or 
make or raiſe any Inſurre&ion or Rebellion within the ſame , and ſhall 
call to your affiſtance ſuch perſons as you ſhall think fitting, that are 
truſted with the Militia, to be ayding and helpful to you in carrying on 
of the work; and ſhall from time to time keep Correſpondency, as oc- 
caſion ſhall be, with the Chief Commanders of the Parliament Forces 
in your reſpeive Countics, Cities or Towns, &'c. or in the Counties, 
Citics or Towns adjacent, and ſhall a& further, as you ſhall from time 
to time receive Orders from the Parliament, or Councel of State ſetled 
by their Authority. 1 

VI. As tv your Dire&ions how to charge the perſons of Eſtates with 
Horſe and Foor, and in what maner to pay them, when they are in actual” 
Service, and for enjoyning thoſe that are charged, what Orders to ob+
